East End Maritime Heritage 


Buoyed by CPF

he East End is built upon a history 

of farming and fishing, and now the 
Community Preservation Fund (CPF)— 
established 21 years ago to give the five East 
End Towns a source of funding by which they 
could preserve farmland and open spaces— 
will allow the towns to use money from the 
fund for the “preservation of lands necessary 
to protect fisheries and water dependent uses 
essential to maintain and enhance maritime 
heritage.” This new provision in the law is 
intended to help seafood, boating and fishing 
industries, everything form commercial 
fishing to private marinas, by allowing the 
towns to buy boatyards, fishing piers or even 


land that could be used for a processing 
facility, a notable use given that a reported 
95% of fish caught on the East End are not 
actually processed here but rather are sent to 
New York City. Waterfront property, as we 

all know, goes for an ever-increasing price 

in the Hamptons and on the North Fork, but 
shoreside fishing-related facilities are not 
typically a top priority for buyers when private 
homes, condominiums and the like can be 
built instead. With access to the fund that has, 
via a real estate transfer tax, generated almost 
$1.5 billion since it inception, the towns can do 
what it has done on land to keep our maritime 
heritage going strong into the future. g&

Southold Town 
Votes Against 
Affordable 
Housing in 
Cutchogue

wr the Southampton Town Board is 
in discussions for a recent affordable 
housing petition, the Southold Town Board 
has officially denied a similar proposal. At 
the November 17 town board meeting, a 4-1 
vote ended the long discussions about North 
Fork Community Club, LLC’s August 2019 
application to rezone the former Knights of 
Columbus property, located at 250 Depot Lane 
in Cutchogue, to allow for the construction of 
16 workforce housing units. 

After welcoming the community to voice 
their opinion on the matter a month ago, Town 
Supervisor Scott Russell reviewed during the 
meeting that two misconceptions arose. The 
first was that there seemed to be a certain 
level of misunderstanding about the town’s 
affordable housing program, floating zones 
and spot zoning, and the second issue was 
the assumption that such proposals are often 
money-making scheme. “We've only gotten 
three applications for affordable housing 
zoning in the last 15 years,” Russell noted. 

“I think people need to understand that for 
developers, no, there isn’t a lot of money to be 
made.” 

Despite some misconceptions among the 
project’s opposition, Russell voted against 
it on his own conviction that, with a 124- 
unit condominium currently being built in 
Cutchogue, the character of his hometown 
is changing too much, too quickly. “The one 
thing I can’t get past is how much change has 
happened in such a small area,” he explained. 
“It’s balancing affordable housing needs versus 
community character. I think the character 
there is changing very dramatically already, 
and I think adding this to the equation is going 
to make it change much more rapidly.” 

Councilmembers Sarah Nappa, Jill Doherty 
and Louisa Evans also voted to deny the 
application, with Nappa noting that the size 
of the project was too big for the location. 
Councilman James Dinizio Jr. abstained, 
making Councilman Robert Ghosio the only 
member to vote in favor of the project. “I 
think that the opportunity for private sector 
individuals coming to the town offering to 
build affordable or workforce housing is 
rare,” Ghosio said. “I think that this particular 
application would’ve been appropriate in that 
spot.” fi

Sagaponack Is Second Most 
Expensive Zip Code in the U.S. for 
Third Consecutive Year

BEAUTIFUL PROPERTIES IN SAGAPONACK 


P ropertyShark released its annual ranking 
of the 100 priciest zip codes in the United 
States and Sagaponack’s 11962 was the runner- 
up, ranked the second most expensive zip code. 
To determine the most expensive zip 
codes, PropertyShark looked at all residential 
transactions that closed between January 1 and 
October 15, 2020, calculating median sale prices 
based on closed home sales, not asking prices. 
New York State—surprise, surprise—provided 
20 of the most expensive zip codes in the 
country, 10 of which are in the New York City 
area, one in Westchester County and nine on 
Long Island. 
This year’s ranking marks the third 
consecutive year that Sagaponack came in

second. Sales like the $20.5 million one at 25 
Potato Lane, an oceanfront property developed 
by Howard Lorber, helped 11962 hold onto 

its crown. The new, ultra-modern house just 
completed this summer is amongst the highest 
sales in the Hamptons so far in 2020. 

Despite Sagaponack’s median price of $3.875 
million, the zip actually experienced a 10% dip, 
the fourth in the past five years that the zip code 
decreased, according to PropertyShark. In 2015, 
it had been named to the number one spot with 
an $8.5 million median sale price, but since 2016 
it has been outpaced by the West Coast’s Bay 
Area community of Atherton, which has held on 
to the top spot for four consecutive years. The 
94027 zip code has a $7 million sale price. G&L

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VACANT NO MORE 
Southampton Fills Storefront 


Vacancies With Art ev osowner 


nyone walking down Jobs Lane in Southampton Village this season 

will likely stop and stare at a mesmerizing new art installation in the 
window of the former Chico’s—a display that, with thousands of price tags 
and hangers hung deliberately and methodically, challenges viewers to 
consider what things in life are truly “Priceless.” Southampton Arts Center’s 
exciting new off-premises Storefront Art Project, created by Northwest 
Woods artist Alice Hope, is quite a marvel in its own right, but it’s just one 
small step in a swift change to Southampton Village law that may someday 
spread across the East End. 

In response to the village’s high vacancy rates in the offseason of 2019, 
Southampton Village Mayor Jesse Warren and the Board of Trustees rolled 
out Local Law No. 6 on July 21, 2020, amending village code to now require 
vacant storefronts in the village and highway business districts to put up 
window displays that are more visually interesting than basic curtains 
and plain paper. In most cases, window displays must be approved by the 
Village Administrator, but if the landlord works on an art installation with 
the Southampton Artists Association (SAA) or Southampton Arts Center 
(SAC), the display is considered pre-approved.

“When I looked around last year when I took office, we had more vacant 
storefronts than we had a decade earlier right after the Great Recession,” 
Mayor Warren recalls. “Any time you have a vacant storefront, it does not 
help any of the entrepreneurs at the adjacent stores, so we're basically 
turning what is a detractor to a business into an opportunity or a positive, 
because people are now going to want to check out those art installations... 
This was to, at least in the interim, figure out a way to make our downtown 
more vibrant and more interesting and incorporate an art component.” 

Southampton Village was not the first East End municipality to enact such 
legislation, with a 2012 East Hampton Village law requiring the installation 
of a screen with graphics or posters in vacant storefronts. “ There’s definitely 
precedent for it. We just took it a step further by collaborating with the arts 
center,” Warren says. 

Long before the legislation, SAC Artistic Director Amy Kirwin had wanted 
to do window art installations—”winstallations,” as she called them—but 
the idea didn’t pan out until now. For the debut display, “Priceless,” she 
chose a collection of Alice Hope’s in-progress works that fit perfectly with 
the theme of art in a retail space, including accordioned chromed coat 
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hangers, paper price tags and strung can tabs. “It was redefined and 
reenvisioned for this installation,” Kirwin says of the finished display. The 
installation will remain on view for up to six months or until the Chico’s 
space finds a new tenant. 

“It’s definitely bringing attention to that window, which is great for the 
landlord and the property manager,” Kirwin says. “The hope is that people 
will learn about it and come to walk through the village and look at the 
windows, then patronize then shops, go to the restaurants and, hopefully, 
stay overnight at a hotel.” 

In addition to Hope’s “Priceless” installation in the old 
Chico’s window, the display features a QR code enabling 
viewers to learn more about the artist and a “For 
Rent” sign from Morley Property Management, 

Inc. the first of its kind to jump onboard the 
Southampton law. “I got out in front of it because 
the village has been talking about...maybe 
taxing or fining landlords that had plain vacant 
storefronts, so I said, ‘What a great idea! 
Let’s get some artwork!” company President 
Morley A. Quatroche, Jr. says, adding that 
while he’s hopeful that the art will allow 
him to lease the space more quickly, some 
property owners have voiced concern that the 
opposite might be true. “There are landlords 
who are just adamant against anything that 
blocks a potential tenant from seeing their 
vacant space from the street.” 

This reasonable concern led the Southampton 
Village Board of Trustees to work a clause into the 
final law ensuring that the aggregate area of a display 
must not exceed 25% of the window, allowing potential 
tenants plenty of space to see inside. “What we do is not meant 
to hide the interior of the building but draw attention to the installation... 
so if someone is looking to rent a shop, they can still see into the shop,” 
Kirwin confirms. “Nothing will be blocking the view into the shop, because 
we also hope the shop will be rented!” 

Should landlords choose not the comply with the legislation, they 
may incur fines of $1,000 to $2,500 for each offense, with prolonged 
noncompliance considered a distinct offense. “This law is more than a

strong suggestion, but our goal is not to fine anybody, it’s just to make 
sure we get compliance,” Warren notes. 

The law, while still young, is already changing the way Southampton 
property owners think about their lease agreements. “What I plan to do 
in the future is build those kinds of clauses into my lease where I require 
a tenant to, if they’re going to be vacant or closed for several months, 
to work with the SAC to make their windows a little better than just the 
white paper up,” Quatroche adds, explaining that unless it’s written in 

the contract, he can’t force a tenant to install a proper window 
display when they close for the offseason. 

At present, the former Chico’s is the only storefront 

to feature an art installation by SAC or the 

SAA, with talks of a second installation at 
the shuttered J. Crew on hold while the 
Hampton Classics KAVAL & Friends Gift 
Emporium uses the space through the end of 
the year. Despite the Storefront Art Project’s 
slow start—which can actually be considered 
a good thing since more stores have 
been staying open into the fall and winter— 
hopes are high that as businesses inevitably 
take a winter break after the new year, 
storefront art will flourish throughout the 
village, and maybe even throughout the 
East End. “I think there’s a good chance 
that this could inspire the other villages to 
incorporate this idea, whether they make 
it legislation or not,” Kirwin says, noting the 
numerous arts institutions in East Hampton and 
Sag Harbor make the villages excellent candidates for 
a similar initiative. “It really benefits everybody! A shop 
window on a main thoroughfare is such prime real estate that 

to waste it is a shame.” 

While a similar law could potentially work in other villages, Warren 
notes that Sag Harbor and East Hampton have lower vacancy rates due to 
quick storefront turnarounds, so the need for such legislation isn’t as vital. 
“This might not work in a different village, might not work in another city, 
but we know it works in Southampton Village,” he says. “So that’s the 
beauty of local government in action.” &&

How have you kept the 
performer in you going during 
the pandemic? 

Well, the pandemic paradox for me 
is that I’ve probably been doing more 
performing during the pandemic than 
I would have done had the world 
stayed sane. I was supposed to go on 
a big tour in support of my Michael 
Legrand album, Legrand Affair 
Deluxe, even London and Paris, but 
it would have been a walk in the park 
compared with what I’ve actually done 
looking into a lens in my bedroom. 
There’s been a huge appetite for entertainment— 
Zoom shows and one-woman recitals and benefits for 
struggling theaters and original cast recording launches 
and the Stephen Sondheim birthday celebration and 
even a full-length Zoom musical, not to mention new 
“singles” and videos to support them. And all from my 
study with the kids downstairs! I am excited to be a 
part of Meet Me in St. Louis with Irish Rep, which airs 
December 11—January 1, a “performance on screen” 
with a wonderful cast, all shot on green screen studios 
built in our separate apartments and homes. In truth,

Bay Street asked me to do a holiday show, and, 
loving Bay Street as I do, I said yes at once—but I 
knew I wanted to do something that had a little more 
sass and spice than just one more soprano singing 
‘Silent Night.” Someone once called me “Jessica Rabbit 
with a PhD.” and that still makes me laugh! I wanted 
to stay on that brand, or hop. So with the help of 
my very swinging, jazzy pianist Tedd Firth, and my 
co-writer, The New Yorker essayist Adam Gopnik, 
we put together a show of surprises—a “seminar” on 
Christmas music by Jewish songwriters; some songs 


you don’t think of as Christmas songs but ought to be; 
plus the debut of a new song by Andrew Lippa and a 
politically correct take on “Baby, It’s Cold Outside,” not 
to mention a video we found of my very first Christmas 
song performance, age 6. And with it, a chance to 
sing with my pianist father, who’s in his 80s and 
quarantined away here but still making beautiful music 
with his daughter. Yes, I am singing a song with Dad. 


Tell us about your new single. 

Lara Downes was one of the great gifts of this 
strange year for me. She’s an astonishingly gifted 
classical pianist and a committed political activist. 
We decided to collaborate, remotely, on a version of 
the great Arlen-Harburg song, “Happiness Is Just A 
Thing Called Joe,” with a few new winking political 
words and all the obvious overtones. But we fell so in 
love with each other’s music and the song itself, that 
we've put out a ‘straight’ non-winking version for the 
New Year. We even made a video for it, her in golden 
California light and me in East Hampton twilight. She’s 
a spiritual sister—a woman artist making her art for its 
own sake and for anyone with ears to hear. 


What is your hope for the arts community 
going forward into 2021? 

My hope for all of us is that, with the weight of 
daily political craziness lifted, and, let’s pray, with the 
approaching end of the pandemic, we'll all be more 
ready to come back to our real lives with the lessons of 
the paradoxes of the pandemic at hand—that making 
art depends on us...and that our art is what we choose 
to make it. A

For Bridgehamptonite Chad Beguelin, writing the 
film adaptation of his Broadway musical The Prom 
was a dream come true. Directed by Hollywood power 
player Ryan Murphy, the Netflix film, releasing on 
December 11, is a glossy, high-octane musical comedy 
starring Meryl Streep, Nicole Kidman, James Corden, 
Andrew Rannells, Kerry Washington, Keegan-Michael 
Key, Ariana DeBose and Jo Ellen Pellman. 

Beguelin, who co-wrote both the stage musical 
and screenplay, is thrilled to see the project 
blossom. The Prom tells the story of a 
group of washed-out Broadway actors 
(Streep, Kidman, Corden and 
Rannells) who, looking for some 
good PR, head to a small town 
in Indiana to protest a school 
board that’s refusing to let 
a gay teen (Pellman) take her 
girlfriend (DeBose) to the prom. 

Hilarity, and pathos, ensue, as 

the has-beens try to teach the 

conservative town about tolerance 

while learning about themselves 

in the process, and the two young 

women at the heart of the controversy 

come to terms with who they are and their 
place in the world. 

“It really was just, for me and [co-screenwriter] Bob 
Martin, about writing the screenplay,” says Beguelin. 
“Once the script was done, we went to set a few times

and that was mind blowing because 
I'd never been on a movie set before.” 
As Beguelin adapted his stage script, 
Murphy would send him emails with 
directives—put the glamorous Streep 
on a bus, have Kidman say something 
hilarious, write a poignant scene with 
the two teen heroines—and expand 
the story for film. “It’s such a totally 
different medium, it allowed us to 
expand where we could go,” he says. 
“When you're doing something on 
stage, you’re limited to how many set 
pieces you can have and suddenly we 
could be in cars, on buses, 
in the middle of Times 
Square, inside Sardi’s— 
it was really eye- 
opening and whenever you take 
something from stage to film the 
first thing they say is to open it 
up. One character we wanted in 
the show was Emma’s (Pellman) 
grandmother, but the cast was 
always too big. So it was great 
to have her and Barry’s (Corden) 
mother, as well. It’s really exciting 
to go to all these new places and 
add these new characters.” 
All of the songs from the stage version 
of The Prom made it into the film, as well, 
which is a rarity for film adaptations. A new 
song was added for the closing credits, “Wear Your 
Crown,” featuring the female cast. “We were really 
surprised that every single song from the musical is in

the movie, which is so rare,” says Beguelin. “We were 
just waiting to see what Ryan would want to cut. Some 
are shortened for time but they’re all in there.” 

Beguelin also got to meet some of the stars on set. 
“Tt was surreal!” he exclaims. “We met Meryl, James, 
Nicole and Andrew. At one point Meryl touched my 
arm, and I have no idea what she was saying because 
I was freaking out that Meryl Streep was touching 
my arm!” 

The Prom, with its hilarious scenes and catchy tunes, 
also has a strong, lovely message at its heart. “Right 
now, the world is so divided and there’s so much anger 
and hate out there,” says Beguelin. “It’s really a movie 
that’s about learning to listen to someone you disagree 
with and learning to love instead of hate.”

East End Living 
Spreading the Luv in Southampton and Beyond

hen Lisa Liberatore, M.D., talks about her 

son Michael, the youngest of her two boys, it 
is immediately apparent how the power of love is a 
transformative, inspiring thing. The power of Luv, well, 
we'll get to that in a moment. 

“Michael is profoundly autistic,” says his mother, 
“meaning that he has difficulty with verbal, expressive 
language, and regulating social situations, anxiety, and 
has difficulty in terms of flexibility—everything has to 
be very structured, which is common thread in autism. 
He’s highly intelligent, which makes it extremely 
difficult, because people don’t assume that he has as 
much ability as he has.” 

When Michael turned 17, his parents realized that 
the opportunities they had been able to offer him both 
with the warm, structured environment of his school, 
and outside the classroom as well, would become more 
limited. “So I started looking at what he was skilled 
at,” Liberatore says, “and he is very skilled at assisting 
in the kitchen—prepping, chopping, peeling all the 
vegetables, whatever process we needed to do. So I 
said, why can’t he be a prep chef? 

“Well, because of his autism, he couldn’t really get 
into any schools for culinary, they didn’t know how 
to deal with him as a learner,” she continues. So the 
family found a chef who came to their house a few 
days a week and worked with Michael, and eventually, 
Liberatore recalls, “We said, okay, let’s create a little 
home business. He could just make something to give 
to his grandmas or someone who was sick, and send it 
like a present, ‘Love Michael.” 

A logo and a website followed—“Love Michael” 
was taken, so they went with “Luv’—and in 2015 the 
nonprofit Luv Michael was born. Driven by the vision 
of providing meaningful employment and on-the-job 
training to those diagnosed with autism, Luv Michael 
grew quickly. 

With the help of a space in Long Island City called 
Entrepreneur Kitchen, which helps turn such home 
enterprises into true businesses, and the participation 
of other families, LUV Michael started hiring 
employees, bringing in a special education teacher to 
teach food handler curriculum, and making organic, 
gluten-free, nut-free granola to sell through partner

stores and direct to consumers. “We committed a 
whole space we own in Tribeca into a full commercial 
kitchen, a popup retail store and a learning classroom,” 
Liberatore says. They had just gotten the ovens turned 
on in January 2020 and had 12 employees, who they 
call Granologists, but as with many ventures, COVID 
shut the doors. 

Never ones to be deterred, they reached out to teens 
looking for virtual community service opportunities, 
and offered the chance to do advocacy work and 
fundraising. Some 900 kids from around the world 
got involved, and in September the physical location 
reopened its doors as well. 

Challenges and changes were not only having an 
impact on Luv Michael, but on its namesake. “In the 
meantime,” Liberatore recounts, “Michael, when he 
turned 19, as many autistic young men do, with puberty, 
he started having challenges, and it culminated with 
him needing to move out of our home and into a crisis 
home in Rocky Point. When he moved into this home... 
we realized that he really did want to move out of the

house, that he wanted the same kind of independent life 
that his brother was having, going to NYU and living 
in the city—he just couldn’t express it. We realized 
Michael wasn’t going to be moving back home with us, 
so what would be the transition from there?” 

Michael, now 22, is not alone among individuals 
with autism who “want to have a life of their own,” 
she says. “So we started our second nonprofit, a sister 
organization called U.S. Autism Homes. The purpose of 
U.S. Autism Homes is to make a replicable model of a 
home that will give parents comfort for what happens 
after they die. Obviously, I can do only so much while 
I’m alive, but imagine what happens when I’m not 
around—that scares everybody who has a special needs 
child.” 

Liberatore and her husband, Dr. Dimitris Kessaris, 
purchased a house on St. Andrews Road in Southampton 
and modified it to have five bedrooms on the first floor. 
It is now home to three autistic adults—Michael and 
two other young men—and two live-in caregivers. 
Having attended the Virgin Mary Greek Orthodox 
Church in Southampton for some 25 years, Liberatore’s 
family turned to the church for space for enrichment 
classes and teaching living skills, and to Father Alex 
Karloutsos and Father Constantine Lazarakis to take a 
leadership role in showing other organizations how to 
get involved. 

“The model of the house is to be tied to a faith-based- 
supported community on an _ interdenominational 
basis. So it’s not about pushing any one specific religion 
or agenda, it’s about using faith-based communities for 
their kind, philanthropic support of people.”= 

The other part of the program is an academic 
affiliation with Stony Brook University Department of 
Psychology, where a three-year grant has been awarded 
for the purpose of creating best practices and a training 
module for support staff that will work with autistic 
adults in a residential situation. “That doesn’t exist 
right now,” Liberatore says. “Everyone is piece-mealing 
things together.” 

But with each package of granola and each step Luv 
Michael and U.S. Autism Homes take, things comes 
together a little bit more. “We always tell people that 
we're fortunate enough to be able to take care of 
Michael for the rest of our lives, that’s not the point,” 
Liberatore says. “The point is, we want the world to be 
a more empathetic, kinder place toward people with 
autism and any kind of challenges and differences.” ga

‘Sumner White House’ ir 


Sag Harbor Village Lobbying for $14 Million

20 UNION STREET, SAG HARBOR IS A STUNNING GREEK REVIVAL 


Sag Harbor Village house with a long history that goes back to the 21st Century 
has been thoughtfully and carefully restored. The Greek Revival at 20 Union 
Street, in the heart of the village, is asking $14 million. 

Once the summer retreat of United States President Chester A. Arthur, it was 
known as the “summer White House,” during his presidency from 1881 to 1885. But 
the house dates back much further; in 1796, the John Hulbert-designed house was 
built for Lester Beebe, a whaling captain. 

In 1876, it underwent a renovation by Stephen B. French, one of the owners of the 
last whaling ship to leave Sag Harbor who later served as police commissioner in 
both New York City and Sag Harbor. 

Starting in 1986, Lady Caroline Blackwood, the Irish writer and Guinness heiress, 
lived in the house, receiving many interesting guests, such as the members of the 
Rolling Stones. Her daughter, Ivana Lowell, kept the house after her mother’s 1996 
death, until the current owner, Anke Beck Friedrich and Jurgen Friedrich, who 
founded the clothing chain Esprit’s European operations, bought it in 2014. Records 
show it sold for $3.5 million

Since then it has undergone a total renovation and historical restoration by 
internationally acclaimed architect Steven Gambrel, according to Rima Mardoyan 
Smyth of Douglas Elliman. Anke Friedrich, in particular, painstakingly oversaw the 
details, from the insulation to the finishes, most of which are custom-made. “She has 
a passion for it. It’s like an artist, that’s what she does,” Mardoyan Smyth says. “It has 
incredible grandeur, but it’s manageable.” 

The renovation, which took more than three years to complete, including giving it 
a new foundation, putting on an addition and reviving the historic features, such as 
plastering the walls in a diamond finish. 

Now 5,900 square feet, the three-story house has six bedrooms and four and half 
baths. Steps lead up from the sidewalk to the columned-front porch and the large 
double doors. The main floor includes library that features a fireplace with a custom 
artisan designed screen and marble mantel, and a formal dining room and living 


room with an antique hearth. 

In the kitchen are mosaic house tirol cement tile in green and custom designed 
cabinetry and floating wood shelves, painted a high gloss black with hardware of 
different metals. Appliances include a 48-inch professional Sub-Zero refrigerator 
and freezer and 48-inch Wolf gas range, which has a wall-mounted, articulated pot 
filler in unlacquered brass, also used for the faucets. The free-standing hand-carved 
marble island was bought in an antique store, according to Mardoyan said. 

A butler’s pantry provides extra storage with white cabinetry and floating shelves. 
The farmhouse sink in the butler’s pantry is made of green soapstone with counters 
to match. 

The six bedrooms are split between the second and third floors, offering views of 
the historic village. 

The master bathroom has a freestanding Bespoke-design tub and shower with 
FireClay tile on the walls and ceilings and a shower enclosure with custom antique 
brass. The double vanity is designed in Kenya Black with a leathered finish (the trim 
around the windows match). There is radiant heat in the floor, comprised of eight- 
by-eight antique black cement. 

There is also a finished lower level, which has a media room with a fireplace and a 
wine cellar. In the laundry room, there are two Miele Pro 24-inch stainless washers 
and dryers. 

Coldron custom-made doors and window hardware can be found throughout the 
house, as well as hardware custom-made by Gambrel. 

The .34-acre property has a GloBrite saltwater, heated, guinte pool and spa with 
LED lighting and swim jets. A wide newly constructed porch overlooks the pool. 
Both the house and garden have a Sonos audio system. 

There is also one-car garage and spaces for five cars to park. 

The property has been on and off the market over the past two years. Who will the 
buyer ultimately be? 

Mardoyan Smyth says, “Somebody who wants the real McCoy, the real history, the 
real provenance, the attention to detail. They don’t want any short cuts, they want 
the best and most beautiful that Sag Harbor has to offer.”

POWER - 
BROKER Chuck Scarboroug

hen you hear the name Chuck Scarborough, you think of New York news in all its glory. 
Scarborough is likely the most recognizable face in local news, and his strong, reassuring voice 
delivers a nightly dose of reality. 
Scarborough also has a distinct talent of articulating the ordinary into extraordinary stories, thus ° 
making him a legend among news anchors. Though Scarborough resides in Connecticut with his wife, fi t still has a small 
Ellen, he has spent the last 30 years retreating to the East End of Long Island and has become a fixture 


here, noting, “It still has a small town feel despite all the glamour. I love the sense of community.” town feel despite 
The community has embraced the Scarborough family, who take full advantage of all that the East 
End has to offer, from its world-renowned beaches to the popular eateries. Scarborough says there is all th e gl amour ré 


a lot to embrace here, given the distinct character of the villages and towns, their unique beauty and 

tranquility. He speaks fervently of his long walks on the beach, where “the sounds of civilization fade 

away.” In fact, the anchor and his wife spend much of their time at their home in Southampton with love the sense O yf 
their two rescue dogs, Phoebe and Emma, and a cat named George. : 

Ever the news man, Scarborough is quick to dish about his favorite restaurants. Lamenting over communi ty. 
the closing of Silver’s, which was a mainstay in Southampton, he was sad to see it go. 

“They had the best BLT I ever had in my life,” he says. 

On his “best places to go” list, there’s Tutto il Giorno for its mouth-watering catch of the day, East 
Hampton Grill for the best burgers in town, and Sip ’N Soda, a popular ice cream landmark. As for 
takeout, he says, “We have fallen for a tuna melt at Provisions. They have some multi-grain bread and 
a formula for tuna salad melted with cheese. It’s delightful. “ 

As a professional eyewitness to history, Scarborough has observed the changes over time here 
on the East End. “The Hamptons have steadily become more crowded and steadily more 
developed. The trick is to preserve the character,” he says. 

To that end, Scarborough is part of the Lake Agawam Conservancy, a group dedicated 
to the restoration of the “jewel” of Southampton, which becomes routinely covered in 
blue-green algae that he describes as “dangerous stuff.” The mission of the organization 
is to bring the lake back, but Scarborough himself was stunned to learn the problem was 
far more expansive, traced to the septic systems of thousands and thousands of homes. 
“Tt turned out we were addressing a problem that was really community wide, and if 
you want to expand it, it’s island wide because we get all of our drinking water out of the 
groundwater.” 

Aside from his involvement in the conservancy, Scarborough served in the U.S. Airforce 
and is highly accomplished as an award-winning anchor, journalist and author of three 
novels. His hobbies included biking and playing tennis. But he also derives pleasure from 
building things by hand, like the window boxes that adorn the cottages on his property. 
“Everything we do on TV evaporates at the speed of light,” he says. But on the flip side, 
he adds, “If you build something you're going to look at and enjoy; that gives you 
a jolt of satisfaction.” 

Since 1974 he has been the lead news anchor at NBC and has 
navigated his viewers through some of the best and worst 
events in history. Of 9/11 he says, “That story stands in its 
own category. The world tilted on its axis that day and has not 
righted itself yet.” He also talks about the digital revolution 
that forever changed the way we get information. “We can 
cover the world much easier.” 

Scarborough leaves with a funny yet harrowing story 
about rescuing a seagull that plays out like a news story he’d 
toss to from the set of NBC4. It all began on one of those 
“quiet” walks on the beach. Scarborough’s precocious dog 
Phoebe spots a seagull in distress. The anchorman springs 
into action, and eventually pries the lifeless seagull away 
from the tight, debilitating clench of a clam. Once on its 
feet, the seagull snaps back, attacks and bites the hand of 
its famous rescuer, then flies away and narrowly escapes a 
moving car. 

“The deed was done and it did not go unpunished” he 
recalls jokingly. Almost as though the seagull knew it would 
make for a great story. A story that only Chuck Scarborough 
can tell. g&.
